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Fire Chief's Report 


Fire Chief’s Report—1959 


In submitting this report, your Volunteer Fire Department 
lists the following activities for the year 1959: 


a. Several calls to protect property from grass fires. 
b. Six calls to protect buildings and property. 
c. One out-of-town call to assist in fighting house fire. 


Reports of the above listed activities have been filed with the 
Fire Marshal’s Office in Concord. 


We would appreciate the cooperation of the townspeople in 
obtaining fire permits from Mr. Jacob Masters, Town Fire Ward- 
en. This alone could be a saving to the citizens as taxpayers. I also 
urge homeowners to check for fire hazards such as oversized 
fuses, overloaded lines, dirty chimneys, bare wires, rubbish in attics 
and cellars, dirty oil burners and oily rags. This is some of the 
First Aid in Fire Prevention and if this is carried out, it is quite 
possible that it may save your home and families. 


Since the forming of the Volunteer Fire Department last 
spring, we have held meetings the last Monday evening of each 
month; also training and work meetings have been held and a 
record of all activities has been kept. The average attendance to 
these meetings has been 12 members. Four members of the VFD 
attended fire school at Fitzwilliam, N. H. learning new techniques 
and how to use new equipment. 


Through Civil Defense, we were able to add to our equip- 
ment. We have a % ton Chevrolet carry-all located at West Milan, 
and a 3% ton Dodge 4x4 with the Civil Defense pumper mounted 
on it, located in Milan with the other equipment. The VFD donat- 
ed this truck to the town. We also have a GMC 6x6 750 gallon 
tanker truck which will be put into use next year. Many hours 
of labor have been volunteered to keep this equipment in good 
shape and to get it ready for use. 


We believe that you should have this information and it is 
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with pleasure that we present this report for 1959. We extend our 
thanks to the Town Officials and to the citizens of the Town of 
Milan for their splendid support and assistance in making possible 
our success during the past year.

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Report of Superintendent 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District: 


About one-half the school year has passed under the new or- 
ganizational plan proposed by the School Board at last year’s 
meeting and approved by the voters at the same time. Observation 
of the operation of the two schools in session indicates the edu- 
cational success of the move. There are a number of things that 
have helped to make this success possible. First, and probably 
foremost, is the fact that each teacher has only two grades under 
his supervision. This, plus the fact that the enrollment has been 
divided more evenly, gives each teacher more time with the indi- 
vidual pupil. Secondly, pupils of the same ages with the same 
maturation characteristics are by themselves under this plan. I 
will have to say that the younger pupils have probably benefited 
along this line more than the older children. No longer is there 
the friction on the playground or in the building; there is an 
apparent atmosphere of relaxation that has had a decided bene- 
ficial effect on the lower grades. Third, the younger children leave 
home for the most part about an hour later in the morning. This 
means that the majority are better equipped to cope with the 
school day. Fourth, the greater numbers in grades 7 and 8 will 
provide a more competitive opportunity from which the graduates 
of the 8th grade will be better prepared for high school than in 
the past. Fifth, the feeling of cooperation from citizens from both 
sides of the town has been quite apparent for the majority of 
people, judging from attendance at the P.T.A. meetings and school 
programs. Sixth, and by no means least important, are the finan- 
cial savings that were achieved. While it appears that the budget 
is approaching the cost prior to the reorganization, our budget 
for next year is still considerably lower than the budget that we 
operated under for 1958-59. The main increase in our budget for 
next year is under tuition where an increase of more than $2,000 
is certain. This is explained under the budget section, along with 
the increase in teachers’ salaries. These increases would have 
occurred under the old plan, and with five teachers in our system, 
the proposed budget for next year would have been over $50,000. 
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This fact is particularly significant when one looks ahead to 
next year regarding our state aid. This year we received $7,171.90 
2s compared with $10,688.07 last year. With our average daily 
membership slightly above 100 for the past year and with fewer 
numbers in high school, plus less money at the state level and a 
higher valuation figure on which the aid is determined, we can 
expect to receive about $3,000.00 next year. Therefore, I feel any 
saving, even though it looks as though it were for one year, has 
helped to keep the tax burden down to some extent. To me the 
important thing is the fact that the children are getting better 
education under this plan. 


REVIEW AND THE FUTURE 


We have just come to the end of a decade that has seen the 
start of a reevaluation of our educational systems. Enrollments 
have increased, added emphasis put on the teaching of mathema- 
tics and science. Schools have been singled out for not teaching 
the basic skills, indicated because “Johnny Can’t Read”. How- 
ever, if things have changed during the past ten years, even great- 
er changes are looked for during the next decade. In the first 
place, our school enrollments will increase by about 20 percent. 
Some of the forces that will bring about the change in education 
other than enrollment are: 


a. Wide extension of mechanization and automation of in- 
dustry. 


b. Decrease in farm and industrial workers, and an increase 
in professional and technical workers. 


Shorter work day and week. 


a 9 


Continued rise in national productivity. 
e. Improved salaries of educational. 


f. World-wide television and improved world understanding. 


These forces mean an expansion of education on all levels, but 
particularly at the higher levels and adult programs. More teacher: 
will be needed, more facilities, more buildings, greater use of 
buildings during leisure time of the workers. This, in turn, will 
lead inevitably to greater community participation in planning and 
design. The school of the sixties will be much more of a com- 
munity center than it is today. 
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While these are some of the problems generally facing educa- 
tion during the next decade, what are some of the more specific 
problems locally? First, I feel that the supply of good teachers will 
continue to be scarce and rural areas will be hard pressed to find 
and keep competent personnel. Second, the rising costs of educa- 
tion will continue to be a burden on the property taxpayer and 
some form of a broad base tax from the state or federal level will 
become increasingly necessary; third, the scholastic standards for 
all levels of education will be raised if our graduates are to be 
able to find places in the fields of vocational opportunities or in 
post-secondary schools. Fourth, a greater interest by the parents 
is necessary in the future, if the latter is to be accomplished. 
Parental interest in the achievements of their children in school 
will become a must. Schools and parents must work together if 
the child is to accomplish what he is capable of doing. Parents 
will not permit their children to drop out of school without suff- 
cient and good reasons. Fifth, and last, greater emphasis must be 
placed on cooperative school districts. From a financial standpoint 
alone, smaller villages must cooperate together to meet the chal- 
lenges of the future. In the past decade, the number of school 
Districts in the United States was reduced from 83,000 to about 
40,000. This reduction was taking place while the enrollments of 
our schools were soaring. It is said that education in New England 
is about 25-50 years behind the nation, so it is possible that within 
the next decade or two we can expect greater cooperation between 
smaller Districts in New Hampshire. 


TEACHERS 


One new teacher had to be added to the staff this year, even 
though the staff was reduced in size. Mrs. Margaret Nichols, who 
formerly taught in Stark, was hired to teach the 5th and 6th 
grades in the Village School. 

The two veteran teachers, Mrs. Fannie Mullins and Mrs. Majel 
Forrest, accepted positions in Berlin. The District is deeply in- 
debted to both these teachers for the fine and loyal service per- 
formed while teaching in the West Milan School. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


Our percentage of attendance showed a marked improvement 
over last year, which is a healthy sign. Last year the percentage 
of attendance was 92.2 and this year jumped to 95.3, an excellent 
record for elementary grades. However, we can’t be that proud 
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of the tardiness record, which again showed a slight increase. The 
teachers have been asked to check very carefully pupils who are 
tardy, as this is not a good trait to develop so early in life. 


Our enrollment this year is a little less than last year with 99 
pupils enrolled as of Jan. 4, 1960, as compared to 104 last year at 
the same time. We expect the enrollment to rise some in the next 
few years according to the census reports. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


Our buildings are in fairly good condition and only the normal 
summer maintenance was carried out this past year. The outside 
paint on both buildings still gives us trouble with peeling, but 
scraping and patching seems to be the best answer to this problem. 


A new fence was installed at the West Milan School between 
the school yard and adjoining property. 


Our equipment seems to be quite adequate, with replacement of 
desks being our only major item of concern at the present time. 
The reference material in the two schools seems to be quite good. 


Some new tables have been purchased for the lunchroom in the 
Village School. These are folding tables and can be taken down 
quite easily if that area is to be used for rehearsals or play ac- 
tivities on rainy days. This has not been possible before with fixed 
legs on the lunch tables. The pupils in the West Milan School use 
the upstairs room on days when the weather is bad and also for 
group activities. 


BUDGET 


The budget for the coming year is $46,304.30 as compared with 
$42,632.80, this year’s total budget. The increase over last year is 
due to two factors, an increase in teachers’ salaries and increased 
cost of tuition at Berlin. This latter expense is one set by the 
School Board of Berlin and one which we can’t do much about. 
Even though the rate of $388, the state average cost for last 
year, is $38 more than last year, Berlin’s per pupil cost in high 
school is well over $500. Milan is fortunate in having a school that 
offers the comprehensive program that Berlin does for its high 
school pupils to attend. 
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An increase of $200 is asked for each teacher to raise the salary 
level of each a little. However, Milan is still considerably below 
the state average, even though the District has been able to give 
raises each year to its teachers. The state average for elementary 
teachers in towns comparable to Milan for this year is $3,915.00, 
while in Milan, the average salary for the same period is $3,512.00. 
We are also faced with the problem of losing teachers to Berlin 
because of better salaries that can be paid there. I know that 
Milan cannot afford to pay salaries comparable to those offered 
in Berlin, but neither can the District afford to lose teachers con- 
tinually. Our salaries in Milan have to be somewhat on a com- 
petitive plane with the surrounding Districts, especially if we 
have to get beginning teachers. 


TUITION 


The number of tuition pupils remains about the same again this 
year. We started the year with 30 pupils and have 28 now enrolled 
in Berlin High School. The tuition rates are explained in the 
preceding paragraph under budget. 


Parents are urged to encourage their children to remain in 
school. A high school diploma is practically a necessity today 
when one goes to find work. 


SCHOOL CALENDAR 


By law, all schools must be in session 180 actual school days, 
starting in September 1960. This will mean a shorter vacation at 
Christmas time and a possible later closing date in the year, de- 
pending upon the number of days school is called off due to bad 
weather.
